knows how to make jelly “jell” when 
it won't “jell” can make herself 


popular with the Department of Ag- 


riculture right now by imparting her 


secret. The department has a large, 


nice consignment of jelly that has 


in it the germ of an infant industry 
for the South and is ali right ex- 
cept that it is more lke thick 
molasses than orthodox jelly. 


This near-jelly is the product of 


@® cranberry bush that the depart- 


ment found some time ago for the 
South. Now, aa every one knows, 
cranberries do not grow in the South, 
and cranberry sauce for Thankagiv- 
ing turkeys has to be imported from 


@ distance at a great expenditure. 
This new cranberry is not a cran- 
berry at all. It is a very ornamenta' 
garden plant that gtows to about 
the northern limit of Florida. Below 
the flower there is a thick, fleshy 
ealyx that ie just as good as a reg- 


ular cranberry, if not a little better. 


It is not only good to look at and 
eat, but it yields quite as much cran- 
berry sauce to the acre as any cran- 


| berry marsh in the North. The name 


of the plant is roselle, and it is a 
descriptive name. 

is. not quite jelly is a new prob- 
lem that the plant has sprung on 
the department. There can be two 
sorts the preserves made from it. 
One is made from the flower itsel’ 
and is a dark red, while the other t« 
made from the tender branches and 
tips of the twigs and is a rich am- 
ber. Both these almoat-jelifes are 
good so far as they go, but the trou- 
ble is that they go rather too far, 
viewed from a strictly jelly stand- 


point. In fact, they will go about es} 


far as butter on a warm day with 
no ice in the refrigerator. 

What the department wants to do 
is to put something into the jelly 
that will make it live up to its name. 
There are several of the high-browed 
chemists in the department that think 
they can make it solid by the addi- 
tion of a little chemical, but they are 
afraid they can't chemicalize the 
jelly and get away with it under the 
pure foed law. There is hope for 
the laboratory in one of the lady 
Stenographers. She is and has been 
a housekeeper of rather the old-fash- 
loned sort. She saw the specimens 
and heard the trouble, but she sim- 
ply sniffed.
